SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


During the past summer, the Elm school house 
has been practically remodeled. The brick work on 
one side was torn out, and six windows put in. A 
new blackboard was provided; the toilets were re- 
built with vault-and ventilator. The school room 
now is light and cheerful, and the ¢onditions in and 
around the building are much improved. Such 
changed conditions are always reflected in the at- 
titude of pupils, and the pupils of this school are be- 
ing benetited physically and mentally and morally 
by the new and approved surrounding. Some little 
painting remains to be done, and the entry will need 
to be repaired until such time as a new one may be 
built. 

In the Bridge schoolhouse, four new windows 
were placed on the left side, and a bookroom was 
built in part of the old entrance: The latter was 
much needed. Two more windows will need to be 
placed in this school, and the building needs paint- 
ing very badly. It was found impossible to make any 
repairs on the old toilets so permission was obtained 
from the church to repair for our present use the 
toilets in the end of the horse shed. This is a tem- 
porary arrangement, but is satisfactory for the pres- 
ent until such time as a definite policy in regard to 
this school is settled upon. These repaired toilets 
will always be of use to the town. 

The Coxboro school was closed, and the pupils 
of that district were sent to the school in Center Har- 
bor district. This arrangement is much cheaper and 
Is proving very desirable.

The Normal school at Plymouth are charging 
tuition for the pupils who live on the Holderness 
side of the river. This has increased the cost of our 
schools this year by nearly four hundred dollars. 

The Calley school in Ashland Town was closed 
by that school board last November, and arrange- 
ments had to be made for taking to Plymouth the 
pupils who had been attending that school. This will 
add over one hundred to the anticipated cost for: this 
year. ee 

One child in the Carr district has had to be car- 
ried to school since the first of December, which will 
increase considerable the expense of running that 
school. 

The toilet at the Carr school is in a deplorable 
condition. It will need to be rebuilt during the com- 
ing summer. If the True school is continued next 
year, considerable work will need to be done on that 
building to meet the standard requirements for 
school houses. 

An article is being placed in the school warrant 
on consolidation of some of the schools of Holder- 
ness. <A careful study of the school situation in 
Holderness leads me to believe that the ultimate solu- 
tion of school problems in Holderness is a two-room 
school at the Bridge, bringing in at least the pupils 
of the East Holderness and True districts and pos- 
sibly the Carr school. In these days children can be 
transported in vans several miles much more com- 
fortably than they can walk even a half-mile. Tt is 
getting more and more difficult to obtain teachers for 
the out-districts, and more effective work can be done 
by having four grades in a room than under the 
present arrangement of eight grades, 
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TOWN OF HOLDERNESS 


The schools were kept 36 weeks last year, and 
attendance was very. satisfactory. The average for 
Holderness was 93 per cent., while the average for 
the whole state was 91.6 per cent. In 1918 when 
Holderness had a short year, the attendance was 91 
per cent., while that of the state was 95 per cent. 

The school board have been very faithful in the 
performance of their duties the past year and helped 
very materially in increasing the efficiency of our 
schools.
